1913, when the Czar's Empire carried an army of 1.284,000 
men. Of course Russia today is considerably smaller, both 


imperialism, - . . _ . . 
imperialist wolves would soon be springing at its throat. 
Poland, once a small part of Russia, now carries an army 
of 600.000 men. Militarism has brot it to ruin. 


According to the British figures, the French standing 


army of today contains from 60,000 to 100.000 more men 
than in 1913.* Yet France's old enemy is humbled in the 
dust. Large slices of German territory have been lopped 
off. 
Allied armies occupy the western German lands. 


The "German menace" no longer hangs over France, and 
16 for bankrupt and starving Austria, it could not even 
wage war successfully on a soft shell crab. Jt would be 
absurd to pretend that the French army is defensive mere- 
ly. The French imperialists have so many irons in the fire 
that they need a huge amount of cannon fodder to guard 
their interests in various parts of Europe. 


Greece, of course, is headed straight for bankruptcy 


with a land-grabbing war on its hands and a war estab- 
lishment equal to that of a first class power. All the little 
central nations of Balkanized Em-ope, particularly the new 
nations created by the demi-gods of the peace conference. 
are similarly swelling out their armaments and strutting 
about and reaching for their neighbor's territory. 


Th^ old pirates at the peace conference were like 


Cadmus in the fable, who sowed the dragon's teeth, 
whence sprang a great crop of armies that immediately 
went roaring into battle agaisnt one another. The states- 
men of the great powers set an example of forcible rob- 
bery to every little brigand statesman in Europe. There 
are people who think that a stable world society can be 
founded on conquest and loot, sanctified under some pious 
name. This idea is a delusion. 


A society based essentially on exploitation and led by 


brigand statesman can produce nothing but murder and 
debt and starvation. The militarist blood bath will not 
end until society is basically reorganized along the lines 
of sanity and co-ordinated effort.
